STATE TAXAT10X. 


When you come to think that the 


state, county, township and municipal 
taxes collected in Pennsylvania amount 
to $50.315.000 a year it is not to be 
wondered at that those who pay the 
bulk of them complain of extravagance 
and profligacy on the part of those who 
manage our public affairs. 


Of tbe $50,315000 collected as tares 


for various purposes within the Com- 
monwealth a little over $13,000,000 ia re- 
quired to pay the expenses of the stale 
government. Of tbis amount less than 
$6 000,000 is collected from corporations, 
leaving the $37.000,000 that ia UBud to 
keep our poor, maintain our schools, 
repair aud make our roada, and meet 
the other expenses of county, township 
and municipal governments to come off 
the people. To this $37 000,000 should 
be added tbe balance 6f stats tax, $7,- 
000,000, that is not paid by corporationa, 
so that we have the people of the State 
paying each year over $44,000 000 as

Many thousands of old aoldiera will in- 


clude Gettysburg in their journey to or 
from the encampment. Here, more than 
at any other great battlefield one may 
realize the great work which has been 
dono, through which the fame o£ the 
Union soldiers of 1861-65 will be preserv- 
ed and history maintained unpeiverted. 
Gettysburg is reached via the Philadel- 
phia & Beading Railway, or one may go 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad via Har- 
risburg, Philadelphia ft Reading B R. 
to Carlisle Junction, and tbance to Get- 
tysburg or via the Cumberland Valley 
Railroad to Gettysburg Junction and the 
Gett>aburg & Harnsburg Ii. R, 


A third roula is via the Pennsylvania 


R. R. to Hanover and via the Western 
Maryland to Gettysburg. 


Competent guides are in attendance at 


the Gettysburg hotels and there is a uni- 
form) and moderate tariff for carriages. 


The battlefield covers many square 


miles, and in its present aspect is a great 
and beautiful park threaded witb splen- 
did driveways and adorned with hun- 
dreds of costly monuments marking the 
the positions oC the different organiza- 
tions which participated in all or part of 
the three days of fighting. 


Tbe drive usually commences by avis- 


it to the point out the Cbambersburg 
road where Reynolds fell in the very 
opening ol thd battle (July 1st, 3803). 
from Willoughby Run where the action 
uommeucad ic gradually spread across 
the open lields lo the nurtb of Gettys- 
burg, and here is where the sad monu- 
ments ot the fated First aud Eleventh 
Corps are most thickly planted. 
A di- 


vision of the Eleventh Corps had en- 
tiencbed Cemetery Hill, which later in 
tbe day became the refuge of tbe surviv- 
ors ot the struggle. 
The defense was 


extended to cover Gulp's Hill to the east- 
ward. We halt at the brow of the bill 
near the lookout tower, where the 
"Louisianna Tigers" were destroyed up- 
on tbe evening of July 2d, in their fight in 
the dark lo capture the guns o£ the Un- 
ion batteries. 


Genera! Aleade anivedat midnight, to 


Gnd the remnants of tbe First Corps on 
Cemetery Hill; the Eleventh Corps ex- 
tended along tbe Taneytown Road. 


The Second, Third, Fifth and Twelfth 


Corps began to pour in from the south- 
east early on the 2d of July. The Sixth 
Corps was still many miles away making 
tbegieatest march of its history. 


Our driver, turning eastward from 


Cemetery Hill passes the spot where tbe 
Fifth Maine Battery enfilated tbe as- 
saulting column of "Tigers" and we en- 
ter the silent woods of Culp's Hill. 
Everywhere are the monuments of the 
Twelfth Corps which here opposed the 
desperate assaults of Ewell'sline. Here 
upon Rock creek is the only Confederate 
monument, being that of a Maryland 
regiment which was opposed by a Union 
regiment from the same State. 


The battle surged upon tbe slope of 


Culp's Hill toward evening the 2d of 
July and far into the nigbt. 
The little 


creek was filled with the dead and 
dying. 


Desultory skirmishing only marked 


the forenoon of the 2d. 
At 3 p. m. the 


storm of batte broke once more. Now 
it extended far into tbe southward and 
included Little Round Top. 
Sickles' 


Third Corps was out there in the Peach 
Orchard and along the Emmitsburg 
Road. Birney'a men, tbe First Division 
of the Third corps and tbe Fifth corps 
swarmed in the chaos of rocks round the 
bases of the hills, and fought back tbe 
Confederates through the ripening wheat 
and from the Devil's Den. 
We drive 


along the Emmitsburg Road which tra- 
verses the ravine in front of the Round 
Tops, which is now called the "Valley 
of Death," 


We stand npon Littla Round Top 


where Warren looked out upon 
the 


enemy, and then slowly drive along the 
beautiful avenue which parallels the final 
scene of battle. 


Over in the woods at Culp's Hill the 


shattered Twelfth Corps had been hold- 
ing the right of the Union battle line and 
the struggle was renewed at this point 
long before daylight on the morning of 
the 3d. Here it continued throughout 
forenoon. But out there in the open 
were the artillery masses of Hunt, and 
over on Seminary Ridge thp guns of the 
Confederates. The Fifth Corps was np- 
on the Round Tops supported by por- 
tions of the Sixth Corpa. 
About one 


o'clock ip tbe day tbe signal gun of the 
Confederates WES fired and for two long 
hours the infantry columns look down 
upon the greatest artillery duel in the 
history of the world. 
Then the Union 


fire slackens and tbe rumor spreads that 
tbe ammunition is exhausted ; but not 
go. While the column ol Pickett is pre- 
paring to mareb to its fate the shattered 
batteries are replaced by tbe reserves, 
and when that doomed line of gray cross- 
ed the Emraitsburg road and heads for 
"Clump of Trees" a storm of cannister 
and shell bursts upon it. 
The infantry 


regiments attack it in flank. 
For a lit- 


tle awful space the waves of Disunion 
beat vainly against the "High Water 
Mark of the Rebellion." 
There is aw- 


ful carnage about tbe guns where Webb 
fell aud tbe Confederates Armistead and 
Garnett perished. 
Then dsfeat; the 


enemy fled southward, and the exhaust- 
ed soldiers of the Union threw them- 
selves upon tbe ground sleeping side-by- 
Hiile with the dead. 


Gettysburg stands to-day as the great- 


est object lesson in the land in tbe inspir- 
ation of loyalty, patriotism and contin-

Manages Things Herself—Not 


Afraid of Outlaws. 


Wbile the women ot the East are mak- 


ing fame and wealth in the trades and 
professions alongside tneir fathers, hui 
banda and brothers, some of thoir sister 
in the tar West are well up with them i 
the race 
In San Diego county there ar 


several youag women from New Bag 
land who have become among the bes 
managers of grain ranches in the State 
In the Pomona Valley two women ar 
successfully ranning stock farms, an 
formerly there was a young woman I 
Pomona who did a thriving undertakin 
business. In Eiverside there are severa 
women who grow oranges, and at Sa 
Pedro the most prosperous manager o 
the fishing boats and the catchea of fls 
Is a woman. Santa Barbara baa a gi 
who came here from Xew York city fo 
her health and has run a steam engin 
for threshers all summer, and San Dieg 
has a steamboat pilot in the person of 
former schoolmistress. Monterey count 
boasts of a young woman who can fl 
the place of vaquero, Sbeh 23 years ol 
and has made a fortune in the business 


Her name is Margaret Jlogera. Sh 


rounds up tbe cattle on her father 
ranch and her own, Bees to the branding 
marks the calves, separates the maver 
icks, corrals the colts and sbeep, and i 
able to plow, sow and run a harvestin 
machine. In the parlor at her father' 
great, old-fashioned ranchhouse she play 
the piano, is neat at fancy work, and has 
a well-selected library of several hundrei 
books. A medal that she won in a semi 
nary at Oakland for proficiency in Latin 
and English literature hangs upon th 
library wall. She makes all the sale 
and contracta on the place. Last season 
she went to Portland to buy severa 
combination harvesters for ranch use a 
an expense of $1,800, because she did no 
Bod tbe machines she wanted in (Jalifor 
nia. 


The Bogers home is about 160. miles 


from Sia Francisco and 300 miles north 
of Los Angelos. Kobert I. Rogers came 
to Monterey county from England for 
his health in 1876 and embarked iu stock 
raising. His second daughter took to 
horses as a duck takes to water, and in 
the course of three or four years she was 
intrusred with nearly all the herding tbe 
little farm needed. She protested against 
the sidesaddle from the first, and for 
thirteen years she has rarely used one. 
Divided skirts were then unheard of; 
her own ingenuity evolved a garment 
which, she uses to this day as ahe rides 
astride. To the masculine eye it is an 
ordinary street skirt, scarcely as long as 
walking length, tight-fitting in the front 
breadths, and possessing many straight 
gores in tbe back. Tbe material is some 
soft Bluff that easily drapea itself, and an 
unusual quantity is employed to secure 
the requisite fullness in the back. 
Per- 


fect straigbtness ia the back ia necessary, 
and when this is attained tbe result is 
surprising. 


When the writer first came face to face 


with Miss Bogers she was-engaged with 
her aister Evelyn ia marking a corral 
full of lambs that had escaped the 
butcher. Two underbits in the right ear 
of tbe sheep and cattle formed tbe desig- 
nating mark of the sisters, who are part- 
ners in a goodly number of sheep, cattle 
and horses independent of their father's 
terds. They were eatirely unaided iu 
the work, which was performed so clev- 
erly and gently, and was accompanied 
by ao much soothing, that it seemed al- 
most desirable to be a Jamb on tbe Bogers 
ranch. MissEvelyn Bogers'strong arm, 
bare to the elbow, seemed taxed as she 
caugbt tbe woolly little animala, deftly 
threw them on one aide and restrained 
tbeir struggles while her sister's keen 
knife clipped out tbe bits of eacb lobe 
requisite to make tbe identification mark. 
A few kindly pate on the head and a

soothing word or two were usually suffi- 
cient recompense for the pain, for the 
lambkins toddled back* to the old ewea 
with scarcely a bleat. 


"Of course," Miss lingers said, when 


ahe was at leisure to talk, "there are not 
many ladies who chase cattle, but those 
who do will not hesitate to say that rid- 
ing through brush, up and down hill, 
making quick turns or crossing streams 
on a aide saddle is neither safe nor pleas- 
ant, and I never saw a horse that had 
been riddeu any length of time witb a 
side saddle but bad a sore back. I have 
riddeu horses forty miles or more a day, 
day in and day out, and never made one 
sore yet. I know that my way ia beat 
for comfort and health of both myself 
aud beast, and I am proud that I have 
the courage of m> convictions. Even in 
this quiet, out-of-the-way part of the 
world, where I have been riding astride ' apeed and get to one aide. 
How 1 ever 


for twelve or thirteen years, my appear- 
ance is enough to provoke comment, but 
if a few stout-hearled American girls 
would face a little lidicule the sex wimld 
soon be freed from a custom that 'fl not 
only uncomfortable but injurious to both 
horse aud rider. 


"1 break all my own horses," she re- 


sumed, on returning to the parlor, "and 
the lot I now have in training for the 
market are broke for both saddle and 
harness. Christine is in hand no\v, and 
it is about her time for a lesson.

Miss Bogers led the way to the barn, 


where Christine wus romping about the 
yard in all the freakishusss that belongs 
to a coal black Maiubimo iiliy of U years. 
She kicked up her heels and began a wild 
gallop about the couliuea ot Hie yard as 
her mistress opened the gale.

the girl paid no heed. Opjniug the barn 
ahe walked out with a saddle blanket, 
which she shook at Clinatiue with the 
remark :

Christine did not Ilka it, but she could 
not breathe when her mistress pulled on 
he nose-choking loop, and, between the 
discovery of this fact aud her captor's 
oft-spoken assurances, she quieted down 
and submitted to be led, tuiued and 
topped.

Leaving Christine to slaud ior a. moiu- 
ut, Miss Rogers disappeared in the barn, 
nd when she came out there were big 
lexican spurs on her boots. Tee blue 
rmt gown had been replaced by uorsott, 
ull riding skirt, and her brown hair was 
opped by a wide brimmed straw hat, 
eld by a chin strap. Christine, as hei 
mistress removed the hobbles and pulled 
the blindera over her eyes, exhibited ac 
inclination to dauceover tha corral side- 
ways. Iler movements were not quick 
enough, for with a bound aud a swing 
Miss Rogers was in the saddle. Chris- 
tine walked on two legs in an instant, 
and then, when the blinders weie pushed 
up, she gave evidences of an intention to 
walk cm air. Her first jump wasstraight 
up and high and fast enough to unseat 
anything but a centaur. Mias Rogers 
was not jolted an inch out of her se.it, 
and a full minute of prancing had no 
more effect than the rolling of a rocking 
horse. 


"Open the gate," she requested, and 


Christine got a taste of the spurs. The 
rnare flew out of the corral like an arrow, 
but only to be headed up a bill steep 
enough to take the spirit out of an horse.

Two years ago a horse fall on Ler iu ruak- 
ng a quick turn and broke her left arm; 
six months later a similar accident 
sprained an ankle. 
She is proud of the 


'act that she successfully rode a neiga- 
bor's horse that had nearly killed half a 
dozen men, and she saved the lives of 
a lot of lambs by swimming her horse 
acrosa a swift river, and that she rode 
her horse down a chalk bluff sixty feet 
high at an angle of 40 degrees ia pursuit 
of a runaway steer. 


Do I ever have any scary times 


among my cattle and horses ?" repeated 
Miss Bogers in answer to a question. 
'Yes, I have had several, arid I think 
hey would have caused forae fright iu 
ven an old vaqusro. 
One rainy night, 


wo years ago lasc winter, my men came 
nd told me that the barbed wire fence 
about the 1,200-acre grazing field was 
washed out iu a place, and the steers 
were going over on my neighbor's prop- 
rty and might get lost and injured in 
be canons at foothills. In about ten 
inutss I was up and in a saddle, going 


witb the men to tbe break ia tbe fuuce. 
t was pitch dark and a driz/.ly, misty 
ain was coming down. 
We knew the 


way well or we should have fallen into 
rrigation ditches aud sloughs. On ar- 
iving at the scene of the break the men, 
y tbe light of lanterns, repaired the 
amage, working in muddy water up to 
aeir waists. 
I turned niy attention to 


earning where our bunch of 400 steers 
•as and what part of them bad wander- 
d away. I put tbe spurs to my horse 
nd was soon a mile away from the fence 
epairers and au Egyptian darkness. A 
eavy wind came up suddenly, as it does 
owhere-eise but in California, and with 


there came lightning. 
The cattle 


tampeded in a moment. Xo one can 
ver tell'the awfulneas of a stampede of 
rightened, bellowing and surging cattle 


night, and on a dark night too. The 
oise made by even that little bunch was 
is terrific to my ears aa if it had been a 
ischarge of heavy artillery. 
I caught a 


:impse of tbe moving mass aud, al- 
bouRh I might be trampled on aud kill- 
d then and there, I plunged my spurs in- 
o my snorting and trembling horse and 
turned away to the east. I saw by intui- 
tion that tbe cattle were tearing along 
like au animated cyclone from south to 


got by that herd and moved over that 
muddy, heavy adobe soil so quickly 1 
have never beeu able to find out. But 1 
Kot pfft the steers safely, aud they ran 
pell-mell onward through the fencing for 
two intltss until stopped by the foothills 
a:id slaudiug water. 1 believe we lost 
uall a dozen or so in the stampede. It 
ivaa ao dark that 1 did not dare to 
tijovefrom where 1 was tueu until day- 
light came aud I could BBB the location 
01 things. 


"Another time 1 caught several Mexi- 


cans over m tho tooltullB, seven miles 
want from me western boundaries ot my 
ranch, m tlie actor stealing lambs. Tue 
men were thoroughly bad. 
Two had 


served terms in the prison at San Queu- 
tin, aud 1 believe tuey had dune murder 
iu t'tuir Liuiu. 1 was couimg down the 
road trom lue ailalla pasture to the cor- 
ral one October aUeruoou when I notic- 
ad thra<i uieii atmui, half a mile away 
across the ranch going along as it trying 
lu avoid attention. 1 crouched down aud 
watched, aud then i saw two of the men 
had e<ieii a lamb uuder his arms.

just concluded the southern line of precise 
levelb running from Sandy Hook by way 
of Grafton, W. Va., to this city which bus 
been selected as the point of intersection 
with the northern line nf levels. 
The 


northern line has been run from Sandy 
Hook in a semi-circle through Northern 
M>w York to Einleuton, and it is to be 
brought into Pittsburg to intersect the 
southern line, and one will be used as a 
check upon the other. The result of the 
work on the two lines will be watched 
with interest bv engineers, as the eleva- 
tion shown by the different lines at the 
point of intersection will be of significance 
in denjoustratiuE the degree of accuracy 
of the work. Three parties of surveyors 
are operating on the topographical survey 
ot Pennsylvania, which la to be followed 
by a geological survey. It is expected 
that about fifteen years will be requited to 
complete the wurk. The expense is to be 
borne equally bv the State and Federal 
Governments, $40,000 having been appro- 
priated by the Legislature as the State's 
share for carrying on the worn for two 
years.

THE SELECTION OP SEED 


WHEAT. 


Harvest being over, the former begin 


to think about selecting seed wheat fo 
bis fall sowing. In doing this too mud 
care and good judgment cannot be exer 
cised. Some farmers have a common 
practice of frequently changing wheat 
which prevents them from reaping th 
benefit of their own careful tillage 
weeding and seed cleaning. Failure i 
often the result of seed exchange, sum 
and weeds being introduced, or th 
wrong variety tried. Mirny varieties o 
wheat, says a writer in Cowman's Sura 
World, have resulted from influence 
derived from the soil. Some soils ar 
remarkable, far and wide, for producing 
good aeed, and;it is equally well known 
that the seed degenerates in other soils 
Therefore, in choosing seed wheat the 
nature of the soil upon which it is tc 
be sown must be considered as well as 
that upon which it grew. The demam 
for new aeed wheat to repair tha los 
arising from, continued decline of th< 
product from year to year should iuduei 
the cultivator to seek for a cause fo 
this deterioration, either in the condition 
of the soil and its constituents, or in an 
unwise culture aud indifference to the 
selection of the best product for contm 
uing the crop. Care should be taken to 
select the largest and heaviest grams fo 
seed. 
It haa been demonstrated in 


many instances that the crop has been 
increased three-fold in quality and quan 
tity by the use of the heavy weight seed 
This 13 due to the tact that the young 
wheat plant received its plant food trom 
tbe seed Brain, which ia its only sourci 
of supply until the leaves are green 
This has been proven by sending experi 
ments at the Minnesota Jixperimen 
Station and elsewheie,with heavy plump 
grains and with light weight wheat o 
the same variety. There is nearly one- 
third more of the valuable food materia 
for the young plant in the form of nitro 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash in the 
heavy aeed than there was in the ligh 
weight seed, which acts as a reserve 
store to feed the young plants befon 
they can work for themselves. Hellneg 
el, of Germany, has shown that thi 
heavier the seed the more vigorous is thi 
young plant and unless the soil is excep 
tionally fertile the difference in the 
growth of the plant can be traced up ti 
the harvest time. The healthy whea 
plant contains the moat nitrogen, phos 
phoric acid and potash and hence need 
them in the aeed and soil. To origiua 
defects in the soil,or inadequate fertilize 
tion, we may reasonably ascribe the de 
terioation observed to follow cultivation 
of varieties of wheat which at flrst ap- 
peared well adapted to the soil. There 
fore, to insure a sufficiency of plant fooc 
in the soil in order that the young may 
begin feeding unchecked and rnaintaii 
its healthy start, thera should be applied 
to the seed-bed 400 pounds of commer 
cial fertilizer per acre, analyzing about 
4 percent, nitrogen, 7 percent, available 
phosphoric acid and 0 per cent, potash 
A. top dressing of forty or flt'ty pounds 
per acre of nitrate of soda may be profit- 
ably applied to the wheat in the spring 
The importance of seeding only the 
heaviest kernels of wheat and that then 
should be sufficient amount of plant 
food present in tbe soil, is further showc 
by the fact that the ash elements are 
assimilated in advance of the greatest 
formation of organic matter. 
The wheal 


makes its heaviest drafts on the soil dur- 
ing sprouting and the lirst two months 
of itsspringgrowth. ClimaticconditioD 
should also be considered in selecting 
seed. "When importing seed wheat 01 
any other seed of new and superior varie 
ties of plants, attention should always 
be directed to the peculiarietles of the 
soil and climate under which they origi- 
nated and those under which it is pro- 
posed to grow them. The failure that 
has attended 
attempts 
to introduce 


-English varieties of wheat is no new 
thing, such having been the almost uni- 
versal result for manv years past. 
If i! 


is Irue that each variety of gram is a- 
dapted fo a specific climate in which it 
grows perfectly and where it does nol 
degenerate when supplitd with propel 
and sui.icient nourishment, may not tht 
consideration of. the oiium ot each varie- 
ty we propose to sow be of more import- 
ance than has yet bet-a accorded to ir, in 
the selection of minor varieties, tht 
productof our country ? Causes yet un 
explained, are ever at uoik modifying 
the germ ot tbe new growth aud the 
care of man is needed to preserve unim 
paired or to render more perfect the al- 
ready impioved varieties. 
Each fartnei 


should grow his seed wheat, attempting 
to bring it to the highest grade of per 
fectiou and purity of variety by propel 
methods of selection and culture adapt- 
ing it to bis own farm. 
Hence in select- 


ing seed wheat not only tha conditions 
of the soil aud climate should be taken 
into consideration and the best varieties 
chosen, but the fanning mill should be 
vigorously used, with coarse riddles and 
a strong blast, to thoroughly clean out 
both the noxious weed seeds and the de 
generating light weight wheat so that 
only the sound, plump kernels shall enter 
the drill. ____^ 


Pruimijf Young Trees. 


It should be the constant aim so to trim 


tha young tree, giving it annual oversight, 
that the necessity of removing large 
branches will be entirely obviated. The 
first four or five years in the life of the 
young tree usually determine its future 
symmetry and usefulness as a hardy, long 
lived tree. The young tre»3 should be al- 
lowed room to grow. Thirty by forty 
feet, trimming to form heads four or 
five feet from the ground, is close enough 
for apple trees. The spaces between the 
trees while growing can be profitably 
used for small fruits, practising good 
husbandry, so the trees will not suffor 
for necessary fertility. 


Pruning of these young trees should 


be done during active vegetation, as then 


, the wounds heal ouer quickly, a matter 
of importance in trees that are long 
lived, later when the trees come to bear- 
ing age, the fact that pruning a tree 
when the sap is active promotes the 
formation of truit buds, but pruning 
when the tree is dormant piomotes its 
growth of wood, should he kept in raiud. 
Kapidly growiu? trees when 
treated 


with the knife will not bear much while 
young, but if not overpruned they will 
grow into large topped, healthful trees. 
and when sufficiently matured bear 
constant and abundant crops of fruit, 
climate and other conditions being favor- 
able.—.A'. 1\ Tribune.

LIGHTNING RODS. 


THB PROTECTION OF BUILDINGS FROM 


EMSCTK1OITY — SUGGESTIONS BY 


TBE U. S. WEATHER BUREAU. 


A monograph on "Lightning and the 


Electricity of the Air," recently issued 
by the United States Weather Bureau, 
affords some'interesting information up- 
on the question of protecting buildings 
from lightning. To what extent is it 
practicable to protect a building and to 
what extent is it profitable to attempt 
such protection when it is practicable ? 
Before answering these questions it is 
necessary lo convey a clear idea of the 
nature of the lightning flash. The old 
idea is tbat the flash, like the moderate 
current of electricity -with which we are 
tamiliar, follows the line of least resis- 
tance, and can be diverted by a conduc- 
tor of a certain size. In this view, tbe 
lightning rod is like a channel made to 
convey a flow of water, and a small chan- 
nel will empty a large reservoir if given 
time enough. But the Weather Bureau 
likens the lightning flash rather 10 an 
avalanche, a landslide down the side ot 
a mountain, or the breaking of a dam — 
the whole force is exerted in one instant 
and there is no after current. 
The 


flashes, however, vary gieatly in volume, 
some of them being mild affairs. 
And 


it is always true that a well-constructed 
and well-arranged lightning rod will, il 
given time, silently convey away a vast 
deal of electricity, thus lessening greatly, 
it not preventing, the ultimate flash. Ii 
is on this account tbat lightning strokes 
are comparatively infrequent in large 
cities, where lofty spires and roofs drain 
over-charged clouds before the stratum 
of air between the cloud and the houses 
is strained to the breaking point. 


It follows from the avalanche-like na 


ture of lightning that absolute protection 
of a building is impracticable unless the 
building itself— as being asteel structure 
— is itself a good conductor. But a very 
large measure of protection ia within our 
reach. A chimney or church spire well 
piovided with rods is almost perfectly 
protected and rods distributed to exposed 
points will reduce the risks of a wide 
roof area as much as 75 per cent. There 
is no definite "area of protection." 
The 


old rule, waa thai a rod protects a radius 
equal to its height, and the rulej may 
stand for want of u better, but as a mat- 
ter of fact it holds good only with elec- 
trical discharges of moderate volume. 
Whether it pays in a particular case to 
invest money in lightning rods depends 
upon circumstances. 
Sometimes the 


risk is ao slight as to be neglected. 
The 


cost of the rods may be auch as to ren- 
der fire insurance preferable. 
But 


where the risk of being struck is very 
great— as in the case of church spires and 
high brick chimneys— the value of the 
property threatened renders thelightuing 
rod a necessity. 
It may be said to be 


necessary also where tha risk is less, as, 
for example, for buildings that contain a 
great number of persons— large summer 
hotels, large school buildings, asylums 
and expensive public buildings. A very 
costly building cannot be wisely sub- 
jected to a slight risk from lightning ii 
protection can be obtained. 


"It ia ludicrous, "says the Kngincering 


News, "to run a rod down the side ot a 
building and neglect the grounding, as 
ia so often done, just as if the lightning 
were a dangerous bug which could be 
safely disposed of by being induced to 
crawl down to the bottom of the rod. 
and which might then be left to jump off 
as aud wheie he pleased. The correct 
«ay of looking at it is to consider the 
rod as a channel down a mountain side 
to guide a possible avalanche. 
The 


larger the channel (or the less the total 
electrical resistance of the whole rod) the 
more surely will the avalanche be con- 
fined and led through the channel pro- 
vided for it."
